The Judgeship of the First District. 


Walter Murray, of San Louis Obispo, 
was, on Thursday last, appointed by 
Governor Booth Judge ot the First 
Judicial 
District, vice Pablo de la 
Guerero, resigned. Thereby hangs a 
tale. Judge |de la Guerero is an old 
man, has held the position for ten 
years, and is incapable, in his present 
state of health, ofconductingthe office 
properly. 
But uolhing was known by 
the people of his district of his inten­ 
tion to resign until his resignation was 
placed in the hands of Governor Booth, 
when the Governor came down here 
to spend the Christmas hohduys. 
In resigning, Judge de la Guerero 
recommended, very strongly, J. T. 
Richards as his successor. 
Richards 
is the attorney of Tom Bcott, the great 
railroad king, who has something like 
250,000 acres of land in the southern 
counties, and a tremendous elfort was 
made for his appointment by the agent 
of Scott here, and by influence brought 
to bear from Pennsylvania, W ashing­ 
ton and other places in the East; and 
Judge de la Guerero had, in some way 
or other, been got into the combina­ 
tion, As soon as the resignation was 
known, other candidates came 
for­ 
ward, E. Huse, of Santa Barbara; 
Judge Maguire, of the same county; 
^fon. Charles Lindley, of Ventura 
county, and Walter Murray, who has 
boenappointed. Of these, Judge Lind­ 
ley was the only 
one who had sup­ 
ported Booth and the Independent 
movement. He hud long been a promi­ 
nent Democrat, and was a member of 
the commission which drew up the 
Codes. 
He had 
thrown 
him self 
heartily into the Independent move­ 
ment, and had organized the fight iu 
the southern counties against the bit­ 
ter oppositiou of Judge Murray. 
The impropriety of appointing an at­ 
torney of Tom Scott was so obvious 
that when it was brought to the at­ 
tention of the Governor, lie refused in 
spite of the strong pressing it upon him 
to carry out the programme which 
had been arranged; and on Thursday 
it is said that Lieutenant Governor 
Pacheco, 
Senator 
Graves, 
and 
Richards, met at the Governor’s office 
and on learning this, concentrated on 
Aiurray, who received tbe 
appoint­ 
ment. The Governor has thus saved 
himself from the opprobium of put­ 
ting an agent of Tom Scott on the 
Beiuih; and has, at the same tim e re­ 
warded apolitical enemy.—[“ Evening 
Post."

Synopsis of Legislative Proceedings. 


SENATE. 
January (j, 1874. 
Mr. Graves presented a petition from 
residents of Santa Barbara asking for 
its incorporation as a city, and the 
passage of an Act to provide a city gov- 
eurnment therefor, and stated that lie 
was preparing a bill to reorganize tin* 
town of Santa Barbara, and would 
present it in a few days. 
A message was received from the 
Assembly, stating that that body bad 
on December 23d adopted Assembly 
Concurrent Resolution No. 11, in rela­ 
tion to the printiug 240 copies of the 
report of the Yosemite Valley Com­ 
missioners, and on January 5th had 
passed Assembly bill No. 44, an Act to 
repeal an Act entitled an Act to pro­ 
tect agriculture and to prevent the 
trespass of animals upon private prop­ 
erty in Los Angelos, San Diego, and 
part of Monterey counties, approved 
February 14th, 1772; and to make tin* 
same applicable to the county of San 
Bernardino, so far as the same relates 
to San Bernardino county. 
Mr. Laine, from the Oonnnitte on 
Public Expenditures, reported a sub­ 
stitute for the bill to defray the ex­ 
pense of the capture of Vasquez and 
gang, and recommended the passage 
of the substitute. 
Assembly bill N o 44, to repeal an 
act entitled an act to protect agriculture 
and to prevent the trespas sof wild an­ 
imals, etc., was taken up. 
Laid on 
the table. 
The Vasquez bill was taken up, and 
the substitute of the Committee adopt­ 
ed. 
The rules were further suspended 
andthe bill was considered engrossed 
and passed. 
The bill as passed is as follows: 
[Enacting clause.] 
S e c t i o n 1. The Governor of the 
State of California is hereby authorized 
and directed to expend a sum or sums 
of money not to exceed in the aggre­ 
gate the sum of $15,000 for the arrest 
and delivery to the proper authorities 
of the body or bodies of T. Vasquez and 
his associates, who are charged with 
the murder of Davidson, Redford and 
others in Tres Pinos, Monterey county, 
August 26, 1873, and with various other 
robberies since committed in the coun­ 
ty of Fresno. 
S ec. 2. The expenditure authorized 
by section 1 of this Act shall be made 
by the Governor in the payment of the 
neceessary expenses incurred in the 
capture or killing of the said Vasquez 
or any of his band; provided such kill­ 
ing may be necessary in the attempt 
to arrest him or them; and shall be 
paid by the Governor at his discretion. 
No money shall be paid under this Act 
unless said Vasquez or some of his band 
shall be killed or captured and safely 
delivered to the proper officer or offi­ 
cers of this State. 
S e c . 3. The sum of $15,00(1 is hereby 
appropriated out of any money in (lie 
State Treasury, not otherwise appro­ 
priated by law, for the purposes of this 
Act. 
S e c . 4. This Act shall take effect 
immediately. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. Higbie, from the Los Angeles 
delegation, presented the following re­ 
port: 
Mr. Speaker, the Los Angeles dele­ 
gation, to whom was referred Assem­ 
bly Bill No. 67, report back the same 
and recommend its passage. 
Mr. Bowers asked leave to introduce 
a hill substantially the same as Assem­ 
bly Bill No. 7, which had been indefi­ 
nitely postponed. 
Leave was granted by a vote of 56 in 
the affirmative to 3 in the negative. 
Mr. Bowers accordingly introduced 
the following bill: An Act to legal­ 
ize, ratify and confirm Ordinance No. 
38, entitled Charter Ordinance, No. 38, 
granting right of way to the Texas 
and Pacific Railroad Company, and 
repealing Ordinance No. 35, passed and 
approved by the Board of Trustees of 
the city of San Diego, on the 20th day 
of June, 1872. 
Read twice and referred to the Judi­ 
ciary Committee.

A Oleam of Light- 
While the H k k a l d ’s course in at­ 
tacking the gaa monopoly ha* met 
with the approbation of every one, 
with the exception of the subsidized 
concern up street, some have thought 
as there was no apparent means of 
relief, we had better not aggravate the 
monopolists, preferring to submit to 
present evils, rather than to run the 
risk of having to endure greater exac­ 
tions. We arc happy to be able to 
state, however, that relief from the 
impositions we have suffered is near 
at hand. There arrived in this city, 
yesterday, by the Wiu, Taber, two 
gentlemen from Pennsylvania, who 
are practical men, and who propose 
to erect gas works in this city. They 
have lately built new works In Sacra­ 
mento, breaking the back of the mo­ 
nopoly in gas in that city, and they 
propose doing the same thing for us. 
Messr. Gearing & White, the gentle­ 
men referred to, will leave the city 
this morning, with a party of our lead­ 
ing citizens for the San Fernando Oil 
Springs, where they expect to find an 
ample supply of cheap material for the 
manufacture of a good quality of gas. 
We are assured they mean business, 
and that taking the same view in re­ 
gard to the exclusive rights claimed 
by the present monopoly, which has 
been so forcibly urged by theHERALu, 
they are willing to assume all liability 
that may be incurred through a disre­ 
gard of the pretended grant of exclusive 
privileges to the old company. We 
presume there is not a person in the 
city that is not interested in having 
better and cheaper gas. We hope 
then that these enterprising gentle­ 
men will receive the amplest encour­ 
agement, and have no doubt that the 
City Council will give them every 
facility in their power, for the prose­ 
cution of their important work. 
The lighting of the public streets is 
demanded by every consideration of 
public policy, and we have no doubt 
that if the new company will guaran­ 
tee to perform that service properly, 
and for a reasonable price, the city 
will sustain the Council in making a 
contract with them for that purpose. 
The H erald will take pains to keep 
the public informed of the progress of 
the enterprise, and while it will jeal­ 
ously guard the interests ef the city, 
its assistance and encouragement will 
be freely given to all who are laboring 
for the benefit of our place. 
A Tempest in a Tub of Fat. 
There was a fearful commotion in 
the Star office Thursday. When the 
mass of adipose tissue which performs 
the task of warming the chair editor­ 
ial, in that concern, beheld its striking 
and truthful pen portrait drawn by 
the H e r a l d , it forgot the obesity 
that had compelled its withdrawal 
from the circus ring, aud performed a 
series of ground and lofty tumbling 
that would have opened the eyes of 
the groundlings, in the days when the 
Major, with a fools-cap on one end 
and rosettes of red aud blue paint on 
the other, made grimaces and rode 
backward on a mule, for the edi­ 
fication of country bumpkins. The 
ingratitude of man struck him to the 
heart. That dress-coat which in the 
overflowing generosity of his soul he 
had once loaned to an underling of 
this office,'the pound or two of ink 
that his pressman had exchanged with 
us; the fatherly advice he had so freely 
bestowed upon the scoffers of the H kk- 
a l d , all rushed to his memory witn an 
overwhelming force that wiped out 
for tiie moment the recollection of are- 
nic triumphs and tempted him to curse 
the day when lie was booted out of 
San Diego, and into a community 
where his peculiar practices are so lit- 
lle appreciated. But such a tempest 
could not last. Exhausted nature as­ 
serted her authority, and the giant 
mass sunk into a state of coma. A 
glass of whiskey held to his nose, and 
a whispered intimation that a free 
lunch was on hand, aroused him 
slightly, and grunting out to his as­ 
sistant to “sling that ink a t’em again, 
and put in something strong about 
board bills,” he rolled over into the old 
familiar corner where he has slept off 
the effects of many a debauch, and 
h s attendants,tuoking a horse-blanket 
under his chin, and sprinkling a fresh 
supply of carbolic acid about his per­ 
son, left him to his slumbers. 
A Necessary Qualification. 
Mayor Toberman objects to the ap­ 
pointment of C. Aguilar as Zanjero, 
, on the ground that he is ignorant of 
the language in which official business 
is transacted, and w'hieh is spoken by 
the great majority of the people who 
use the water from the ditches. 
Whether the objection is well ground­ 
ed in law or not, it is a strong one. No 
officer should he either elected or ap­ 
pointed, who is entirely ignorant of 
the language in which the business of 
his office is conducted, and one who 
will not make the attempt to acquaint 
himself to some extent with it, is not 
likely to be active In the performance 
of his duties. 
The business of the Common Coun­ 
cil is seriously hindered and delayed 


by the presence of members who are 
utterly ignorant of English. Much 
valuable time is taken up in explain­ 
ing to them through an interpreter, 
what is being done, and even then they 
often vote contrary to their wishes, 
from inability to understand the pro­ 
ceedings. 
This is one of the considerations 
that have induced us to favor the 
election of the Council on a general 
ticket, and while it is possible to so 
district the city, as for the present, to 
give proper representation to both 
property ami population, we are still 
inclined to the belief that a more sat­ 
isfactory body of legislators will be 
chosen, when the entire voting popu­ 
lation of the city participates in their 
election We wish no one to infer 
from this that the H e r a l d counte­ 
nances the narrow prejudices that 
would exclude any one from office on 
account of nationality. On the con­ 
trary we cannot tolerate anything ap­ 
proaching to class proscription, and 
shall always uphold the rights of all 
citizens alike. We only ask that every 
one offering himself as a candidate for 
the suffrages of the people, or solicit­ 
ing an appointment at their hands, 
shall fit himself for such position, by 
by becoming acquainted with the 
laws, and the language in which they 
arc written. 
The Water Question. 
The full development of the lauds 
around Los Angeles that are adapted 
to the growth of the semi-tropical 
fruits, is of even more present import­ 
ance than our railroad system. These 
lands cannot be made productive with­ 
out a supply of water that can be re­ 
lied on. With the present wasteful 
and slovenly system only a small por­ 
tion of these lands are supplied, and 
even this supply is furnished in a way 
that makes the use troublesome and 
expensive. 
The water that we now have ought 
to be made to go much further than it is. 
The bulk of our cultivators are using 
too much water. We should have a 
better quality of fruit by irrigating 
less. The sourness of many of our or­ 
anges is caused by the excess of water, 
and our grapes, in many instances are 
deteriorated by the same cause. 
By a system of reservoirs which will 
save all the water, and of ditches that 
will properly distribute it, an area of 
land may be successfully devoted to 
the culture of semi-tropical fruits, in 
itself sufficient to sustain a much large 
r population than we now have. 
Our celebrity abroad depends mainly 
oil two considerations; our salubrious 
anil heathful climate, and the extra­ 
ordinary profits of fruit-raising. The 
first cannot be improved. It is incom­ 
parable, but in the latter there is not 
only room for extension, but it can be 
greatly improved, and the first care of 
the city should be to lay the ground 
work of a system that shall not only 
utilize every drop of the supply, but 
that shall be permanent. The origi­ 
nal cost may be large, but when meas­ 
ured by the immense results that must 
flow from it, and the fact that it is a 
work for all time, the necessary outlay 
sinks into insignificance. 
What is first needed is a thorough 
survey by competent engineers. With 
the data thus obtained a definite plan 
can be adopted, and an estimate made 
of the cost. We can look about for 
the means to carry our plans into ef­ 
fect. There will be no difficulty in get­ 
ting the necessary legislation to ena­ 
ble the city to carry out tins important 
improvement. But we must know 
first what we want. 
Yasquez. 
The Exprés» last evening made the 
following statement in reference to 
this notorious bandit: 
“On Monday the bill authorizing 
the Governor to offer a reward of $15,­ 
000 for the capture of the Yasquez 
gang was reported by the Committee 
on Public Expenditures, and was 
placed on its final passage and passed.” 
If the Express had read yesterday 
morning’s H e r a l d it would have 
learned that the bill authorizing a 
reward for Vasquez, which was intro­ 
duced on Monday was found to be de­ 
fective, and was referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Public Expenditures, with 
instructions to report the next day. 
The Committee on Tuesday reported a 
substitute for this bill which was im­ 
mediately passed. The text of the 
bill will be found in our synopsis of 
Legislative proceedings, on the first 
page. 
Horae Stealing. 
A communication from Ballona 
township in yesterday’s H e r a l d , calls 
attention to a wholesale system of 
horse-stealing, going on in that part of 
the county, and asks if no relief can he 
afforded to the distressed citizens. 
A subscriber of ours in that locality, 
and known to us as a reliable man, 
called at this office yesterday, and gave 
the particulars of the case. Judging 
from his statements, and those of an­ 
other man with him, the citizens of 
that township have reason to com­ 
plain seriously of the neglect of some­ 
body in official station. During the 
past week or two, horses have been 
stolen from different persons. M. C. 
Plummer has lost one, Julian Ryan 
one, Miguel More, one, and a man 
named Smith, one, besides several 
others whose names we did not learn. 
Warrants have been issued for the 
suspected parties, but they lay in the 
Justice's office, and although the at­ 
tention of the proper officers has been 
called to the matter, no steps what­ 
ever have been taken to arrest the 
thieves. The sufferers complain bit­ 
terly of this neglect and think it 
strange, that no efforts have been 
made to cheok these marauder**. The 
warrants have been issued by compe­ 
tent authority, upon the affidavits of 


reputable and responsible men, and 
the county officials should give the 
matter their immediate attention.

Letter From B. F . Standifer. 
Elder Henry Thomas of Austin, 
Texas, held a protracted meeting in 
Gallatin.

He was in charge 
of the Blind Asylum at Austin, Texas, 
at the close of the war. 
Mr. A. Vanluven, of Old San Ber­ 
nardino, sold his orange crop to Mr. 
Jacoby, of San Bernardino, for four 
cents, and reserved the large ones for 
six cents. He sold one dozen to-day 
(Monday) for $1 25 to N. Nobles to be 
sent to Han Francisco, the largest will 
weigh one pound each. He will have 
about 2,000 oranges, has 60 trees bear­ 
ing, which are ten years old. Parties 
from Han Francisco say they never 
have seen the equal of these oranges 
in Han Francisco. 
A heavy frost occurred in San Ber­ 
nardino on Monday evening, water 
frozo one-quarter of an inch thick, 
ground was slightly frozen in places, 
very unusual. 
I called on Mr. Mat. Kineaird, at 
the foot of the mountain west of Cuca­ 
monga and was surprised to find young 
vines two to three inches high, unhurt 
by the frost. He has several men 
boarding with him, who came to 
Southern California for their health. 
One E. 8. Lenfestry, Esq., from Ma­ 
rion, Indiana, a lawyer who lias bron­ 
chial affection has not as yet realized 
much profit. Mr. C. llrownler from 
the same placo says he was afflicted 
with lung disease. 
He left home 
about the 3d of November last, arrived 
in Los Angeles on the 3d of Decem­ 
ber, at which time he could not walk 
more than two or three squares; 
stopped two weeks in Los Angeles, 
has been here three weeks, lias be­ 
come entirely well and lias been chas­ 
ing the wild deer over the mountains; 
started out last Tuesday at 8 A. M.; 
came at half-past five, walking and 
climbing the rugged mountains all 
day. This is more than uny man 
around here could well do. Let East­ 
ern men thus afflicted with lung dis­ 


eases think of this. Mr. D. It. Ryan, of 
Sonoma county, California, had lungs 
seriously affected, and very heavy 
coughing, and raising a great quanti­ 
ty. His cough has greatly improved. 
These gentlemen complained that the 
Los Angeles hotels do not have fine 
mornings—out in the country they 
find them; exercise is also more con­ 
venient. If many would follow young 
Brownler’s example in hunting, it 
would lie a great blessing. 
On my return I found that three 
deaths had occurred in the valley from 
scarlet fever. Two of Mr. Arnold’s 
children, and one of Mr. Lilly,*. Mr. 
Arnold’s oldest daughter is also at 
tiie point of death. This is the first 
sickness of the kind since I have been 
in the country. 
The grass is green and in fine con­ 
dition. stock can soon do well on it. 
The soil is being turned over very fast 
here, and more grain will be put in 
than ever before in this valley. 
The bees are gathering honey very 
fast from flowers. They are working 
very strong. It will be a good invest­ 
ment for a man to buy bees and let 
them to some faithful hand. He will 
make fifty per cent, on the money in­ 
vested, if properly attended to.
